MURDER RATE UP 


‘THE murder rate has doubled in the Unit- 

ed States since 1900. New York spent 
two million dollars more in 1928 than in 
1927 to keep ‘down crime, and yet the re- 
sults were not discernible in keeping down 
criminal impulses. Murder and all other 
forms of crime stepped upward as a mat- 
‘ter of fact. 

So great has become the pressure of 
criminal cases on the courts that judges in 
Chicago met to decide to deal with only 
crime cases for the next six weeks leaving 
‘civil actions to rust. Complaints are giv- 
en that the courts are cluttered with crime 
cases, among which liquor prosecutions 
are named! 

Detroit’s murder record stands 16.5 as 
against New York's 6.7 per cent of crime 
cases. Detroit: has taken the lead from 
Chicago which had a record of 15.8 last 
year. Credit is given for the increase in 
homicide to the increase n negro popul- 
ation in Detroit. Homicide is said to flour- 
ish where negro groups are. Negroes of- 
ten carry weapons and easily fall to quar- 
reling, and the conditions under which the 
liquor is secured and drunk are sai to be 
such as likely'to excite the negro. He is 
also said to fall quickly.to “carving” when 
he moves to a new city as to Detroit. Mem- 
phis, Tenn., however, has a murder per- 
centage of 60.6 of crime and leads the citics
